WASUIN rox, D, C., Nov. 22.—The Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the Army. in his annual report. 
recommends legislation for a more complete or- 
gattization of the signal service.

THE UNEXPENDED BALANCE OF LAST YEAR’S 
APPROPRIATION — THE “8TAR SERVICE ”’— 

HOW AN AMENDMENT WAS STRICKEN OUT.

Grox, Nov. 21.— The House spent the 
y in the consideration of the Deficiency 
priation bill, and did not succeed in com- 
ing it.

The sum appropriated for transporting the 
mails for the last fiscal year was nearly 


$16,000,000. This sum is divided into two 
Items, nearly $7,000,000 of the 
amount being rayne | appropriated for what 
is known as star servick,“ which includes all 
transportation of the mails by conveyances 
other than railroads. While thé sum appro- 
priated for star service is more than sufficient 
for the requirements of that service, the sum 
appropriated tor railroad service is not sufficient, 
and reduced mail facilities on the principal 
routes of travel has been the regult. The star 
service is contined for the most part to sparsely 
settled sections of the Southern and Western 
States and to the Territories, and bas been the 
main cause of all the peculations and scandals 
that have been recently developed in convection 
with the pastal service. Of the amount appro- 

riated last year for the star service, over 
700 000 remain une xpended, and to-day, while 
the Deficieney bill was under coveideration in 
the Committee of the Whoic, an amendment 
was incorporated making this unexpended bal- 
ance available for increasing and extending that 
service. When the bill was reported to the 
House, the yeagand nays were ordered on re- 
teining this amendment, and, efter cons.derable 
skirmishing on the part of the star service advo-

He Declines to Lose His Grip, and Is 
as Deflant as Ever. 


Visit from an Indianapolis Policeman - 
Who Identifies the Prisoner. 


The Officer Gives an Account of His Intro- 
duction to Rande. 


Yesterday's Record of Miscellaneous 
’  ‘Bransgressions. 
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RANDE. 
Special Dispatch f The Chicage Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 24.—It was expected that the 
transfer of Rande, the desperado, from the jail 
in this city to Knox County, Illinois, would be 
made to-night, and in consequence, at the ap- 
proach of train hours, reporters and correspond- 
ents gathered at the jail to witness the 
transportation of the prisoner to the depot, 
while mand went prepared to follow the IIli- 
nois officers wherever they might go. It was 
the belief that the outlaw would ran an immi- 
nent risk of mob-violence while in transit, and 
hence the desire to folldW and bb in at the death. 
It was ascertained a short time previous to 
train time that the determination to take 
Rande to [llinois to-night had been abandoned, 
and there was a general scattering of reporters 
to await further developments. Subsequently 
it was officially announced that bereafter there 
would be no-secret about the matter of traus- 
ferring the prisoner, and that the newspapers 
woul be apprised when the formal delivery to 
the Illinois officers would take place. It was 
also announced that the delivery would take 
place to-morrow night or the following morn- 
ing. It was the actual intention to 
leave to-night for Galesburg, but it was 
disovered thatadeparture by this evening’s 
train would involve a delay of several hours at 
a way station, thus subjecting the prisoner to 
the perils of that mob violence which Illinois 
officials wish to avoid. Hence the post- 
ponement.. While being couveyed to Gales- 
burg the prisoner will be shackled and 
there will be a guard of eight men to perform 
the double duty of seeing that he does not es- 
cape and is not submitted to the vigorous treat- 
ment of Judge Lynch. 

During the day Rande has been as defi- 
ant and blasphemous as ever, swear- 
ing that he is as brave man 
as ever lived, that he will live many years yet to 
kill more, d——d policemen, and that he does 
not care a d—n when he is taken to III 
nois, or how many cowardiy mobs 
threaten his life. In talking to.a re- 
porter to-day he said: By G——, I’ve been in 
too many penitentiaries, had too many balls 
and chains op me, and have been shot at tov 
often, to die with a rope around my neck. No 
d——d mob dare hurt me, and they can’t con- 
vict me either, for the murders at Gilson or St. 
Elmo. Because was near there does 
not prove that I was there and am the man that 
did the shooting. I acknowledge my deeds. I 
owned up that I shot the policeman at Indian- 
apolis, and I would own to any murder or theft 
I might commit.”’ 

In tact Rande has indulged to such an extrava- 
gant degree in these profane and blasphemous 
expressions, relieving the almost constant flow 
of ocio with such eccentric figures of 
speech and disjointed attempt at;wit and philoso- 
phy, as to suggest the idea of insanity. A 
shrewd attorney, after hearing him talk to-day, 
said for a suilicient consideration he couid 
almost guarantee to avert the death-sentence at 
the hands of a jury. This idea of insanity only 
by way of suggestion, however, and the officials, 
who have observed the prisoner from day to 
day, say that Rande is not only compos mentis, 
but exceptionally cool and sagacious, and 
thatthe plea of emotional insanity, taking the 
form of aw uncontrollable thirst for blood, 
would be laughed at a sensible jury. 
Rande was told m a joking way to- 
day that some people thought him 
crazy, when he replied, *“Well, that’s the 
heaviest thing yet. By G—, I'd rather die 
and have people call me smart, than live aud 
be branded a d—d fool. The only way I'll ever 
get off will be behind a loaded six-shooter, put- 
ting daylight through any d—d officer that in- 
tercepts me.”’ 

It appears that all of Rande’s sins are about to 
come out on him at once. Since his incarcera- 
tion he has been identified as the perpetrator of 
no less than eight different offenses in dilfer- 
ent parts of the country. Reference is here 
made to the case swhere the identification has 
been positive, and does not rest upon suspicion 
or upon cifeumstantial evidence. 

To-day another accuser came inthe person of 
Police Officer T. W. Burnham, of Indianapolis, 
ho arrived iu the city this afternoon, and, hob- 
bling into the Four Courts building on 
crutches, asked to see Chief of Police 
Mebcehough. He informed the Chief that 
in an encounter with a desperado a 
few weeks ggo he was badly shot in ‘the leg, 
and ne had a notion that Raude was the per- 
petrator-ol this dced, The Chief readily con- 
sented to show him the prisoner, and the twain 
at once proceeded to the cell occupied by Rande. 
That's him! that’s the identical chap who put 
me ou crutches,’ exclaimed the Indianapolis 
police offiecr, as soon as he laid eyes on Rande. 
Raade looked at the policeman, aud coolly said, 
** Yes, by God! I shot you with the very pistol 
they say 1 killed Officer White with. It 
was a good one.” “It was good enough 
to give me a very bad leg,“ replied the officer. 
Well now, I want to say to you,” responded 
Rande, that you oughtn’t to have any hard 
ieclings against me. You beat me with a club. 
I struck you with a brass knuckle; 
but that didn’t do any good, and i 
was bound to shoot. I assure you I don’t bear

THE TWEED RING. 
New York Heraid, Nov. 23. 
James H. Ingersoll, the chaifmaker, who sup- 
plied sach high-priced furniture to the city and 
county under the patronage of the Ring, was 
before the Aldermanic Investigating Committee 
yesterdgy. Mr. Ingersoll isa fat, comfortable- 
looking man, apparently about 35 vears old, 
and as he lolled in an armchair at the beginning 
of the examination, his left hand thrust in tae 
trowsers pocket of a neat biue-cloth suit, his 
right caressing his mustache, and his eyes gaz- 
ing placidly at the Committee through a black

| rimmed pince nez, his whole manner and atti- 


tude were suggestive of a bank President who 
had just dined, rather than of a self-convicted 


person about to be questioned concerning his 
guilt. He testified very coolly about his share 
in the big steals from the County Treasury, and 
detailed the now familiar story of the division 
of the spoils. He was nominally the rectpient 
of $6,000,000. Of this he said he really received 
about $2,000,000, the rest going to the five mem- 
bers of the Ring, so well known in that connec- 
tion.

Ingersoll said that he lived at No. 21 East 
Seventy-third street; that he was not engaged 
in business at present, but in 1867 was a dealer 
in furniture, etc. The old rm of Ingersoll, Wat- 
son & Co., of which he was a member, declined 
to do any business with the city and county on 
account of the percentages, and, as it Was a 
good opportunity, he undertook to do the busi- 
ness himself, under the firm name of Ingersoll 
& Co. The first arrangement was made with 
Mr. Tweed, and he agreed to pay the 55 percent 
required. This arrangement began in January, 
1863, and continued until about Sept. 15, 1863, 
when the 85 per cent on what were called regu- 
lar appropriations was continued, but on ad- 
justed claims” the discount was 55 per cent. 
‘This new arrangement was made with Watson, 
who represented Connolly as well. During these 
vears Ingersoll thought he furnished at least 
$1,000,000 ef goods to the city, estimated at 
market rates. He bought the materials mostly 
by contract. 

Mr. Cole then suggested that the schedule of 
the special audit showed that he received $%,- 
549,320.18, and there were other amounts in 
other schedules. Mr. Ingersoll replied that on 
the first schedule George 8. Miller was in- 
cluded, and there was a G per cent discount. 
There were youchers under other names, such 
as A. Greee & Co., C. D. Boller & Co., A. G. 
Miller, and Halsey & Co., all representing him- 
self. The arrangement for 55 percent wasmade 
with Watson, and be had no direct communica- 
tion with Connolly until 1871. Prior to that date 
he was in the habit of paying 10 per cent 
to Watson, for Connolly. At first r- 
centages were divided between Tweed and Con- 
nolly; afterward Woodward and Watson had a 
share, and, when it came to the Board of Audit, 
there was an extra 10 per cent, which it was un- 
derstood went to James M. Sweeny. His im- 
pression, however, was that Peter B. Sweeny 
got the 10 per cent, and he had little doubt re- 
garding it. Watson, in talking of Sweeny, 
would always say the Chamberlain's office, and, 
by this, Ingersoll supposed he meant Peter B. 
In the division of the commissions, 25 per cent 
went to Tweed, 35 to Watson,5 per cent to 
Woodward, and 35 per cent. was paid to the 
claimant. Watson’s share was subdivided into 
20 per cent tor Connolly, 10 percent for Sweeny, 
and 4 per cent for himself. 

In the bills he put in before the Board of 
Audit, ne paid Garvey for Connolly $100,000 to 
build the latter's bouse. Thus Connolly’s 
house was not only built by the city, but also 
Connolly was paid, and the other members of 
the ring received dividends for having it built,— 
in fact, Connolly got 20 per cent tor allowing 
the city to build it for him. 

He first began to divide the meney in 1870. 
Previously it was done by Watson and Wood- 
ward. After the bill was made up it was hand- 
ed to Watson, the warrant was ready, 
and then they would take it into 
the Supervisors’ chamber, figure up 
the percentages, and go through the 
banking business, The amounts were generally 
put in envelopes and passed around. He had 
personally paid money to Connolly, and had 
seen it paid to Watson, J. M. Sweeny, and Mr. 
Tweed. With regard to the Court-House job, 
he said he met the Commissioners directly after 
their appointment in 1870, when there were a 
good many back bills which he wanted paid. 
Finally he conversed with Watson, who said he 
would certify the bills without the approval of 
the Commissioners.

THE FASHIONS. 

CLOTH SUITS, WITH CUT-AWAY COATS. 
Harper's Razar. 

Among the neatest and most useful costumes 
worn this winter are suits of lady’s cloth of in- 
visible blue, green, blue-gray, or brown shades, 
made of the light quality known at some of the 
leading houses as Genoa guitings. There is an 


especial design for such costumes, which has a 


very jaunty appearance. It consists of acut-away 
coat, shaped precisely like a gentleman’s morning- 
coat, faste by only two or three buttons over 
a vest. The coat is sloped away below these but- 
tons to show the vest, and the collar rolls back 
so widely that a cravat is required, or else one of 
the folded scarfs that were described last week 
for gentlemen. There is aseam around the waist, 
with pocket welts in it, and there are flaps and 
buttons behind. The overskirt is long, and 
similar to that illustrated in the present num- 
ber. The lower skirt has invariably a deep kilt- 
pleating covering all the visible part below the 
overskirt, and giving the effect of a kil@skirt. 
Any further trimming, such as braid, fringe, silk 
bands, or ruffles, detracts from the stvle of this 
dress. The edges of the basque, the allar, 
cuffs, pockets, and overskirt are ornamented 
merely with five or six parallel rows of machine 
stitching done in silk of the same shade. The 
coat collar is sometimes faced with silk or with 
velvet. The buttons are large thick buttons of 
bone, pearl, wood, or ivory, or else they are 
1 metal buttons, either of dead gilt or 
ver. ‘ 
SHORT ROUND SKIRTS. 

Short round skirts are gradually making their 
way into popularity. They are cht quite nar- 
row, and are short enough to escape the ground 
behind, thus relieving the wearer of the burden 
of lifting a long walki out of the mud or 
dust. A single, scantily-pleated flounce, or else 
two narrow knife-pleatings, form the plain bor- 
der around the edge. These skirts are used 
with the cloth costumes just noted,as they 
help to give the effect of a kilt skirt, which is 
always round, and would be destroyed if al- 
lowed to sweep. This pattern is also adopted 
for the black silk skirts that now serve under 
woolen overdresses.

These sham skirts were formerly objected to, as 
they were apt to be displayed when the over- 
skirt was lifted or blown about. Now the

A COUNTRY WITHOUT NEIGHBORS. 
Mrs. M. F. Handy ty Philadelphia weekly Times. 
The Southern Confederacy was a country 

without neiphbors, a pugilist without backers. 

History furnishes no instance of a more effective 

blockade. Landward, except where Mexican 

robbers and Indians held the frontier, lay the 
country of the foe, abd seaward, within hail of 
each other, from Virginia to Texas, the vessels 
of the United States navy, shut in the besieged 
States from the world, and shut the world out 
from them. The men who ran the blockade 
risked life and liberty; for this risk they de- 
manded large profits on the goods which they 
brought. The war produced its natural crop of 
extortioners. After the repudiation in 1863, of 
one-third of the Confederate debt, few people 
had faith in the currency. Those who held it 
spent frecly, anxiows to exchange for some- 
thing of more tangible value. No ene who could 
afford to let capital remain idle was anxious to

sell merchundise which every day mereased in 


market value. This inflation bore its legitimate 
fruits, and the rare spectacle was presented of 
purchasers anxious to buy, while merchants 
were loth to sell. 

For four years the Southern States were shut 
up to theirown resources. These resources, 
though immense, Were undeveloped, and the 
means to develop them were, for the most part, 
lacking. Manufactories sprang up all over the 
country; but, where chemical agents were neces- 
sary to the perfection of their work, that work 
was left unperfected. Confederate cotton cloth, 
as already stated, was sent forth from the fac- 
tory in its natural unbleached tint. Confed- 
erate paper was inferior in color and texiure to 
the brown wrapping-paper commonly used in 
dry-goods stores to-day. The Georgia woolen 
mills produced army clothsand blankets of good 

uality, but wool, was wofully scarce. and the 
cloth sold for $200 or $300 a yard. Cow-hair 
was careiuily saved from the tanneries, and, 
mixed with cotton, was spun and woven into 
garments which, if coarse, were at least thick 
and warm. The highest ladies in the lana did 
not disdain to wear homespun. The wash pop- 
lins of tu-day, ‘sold in ail dry-goods stores at 
from 10 to 15 cents a yard, closely resembies 
the homespun dresses of which Southern 
women were then so proud. The prettiest 
home-made cloth of the Confederates was a mix- 
ture of silk and cotton. For this, black silk too 
much worn to be of use in any other way, was 
cutinto bits and picked into lint, mixed with 
more or less cotton, and spun and woven for the 
dress. The process was painfully tedious, as 
from a pound and à half totwo pounds of picked 
silk was required; and not a few girls who set 
out to accomplish a dress stopped short at 
enough silk to knit a pair of gloves. The state- 
ment made in a former article upon Confederate 
make-shifts, published in Harper’s Magazine, 
to the effect that the Confederate women 
did not know what was the fashion, was 
the occasion of some incredulous comments. 
Not only did they not know, but many 
of them did not care“ They wore what they 
had or could get, and were content. A iady 
friend of the writer laughingly declares that 
never but once in her life did she always have 
something to wear, and that was in War times, 
wien reduced to ovedress—a black cashmere 
made of two old ones; she had no choice, but 
must always wear that or none. Calicoes in 
1864 were worth $30 and 840 a yard, and a new 
calico was regarded as a handsome dress. Gar- 
ments already on hand were turned and re- 
turned, dyed, and made over, as long as a piece 
of them remained. The costume of the 
present day, in so far as it means a dress made 
of two materials, was perforce fashionable in 
the Confederacy—a convenient mode of making 
two old friends cover each other’s deficiencies.

and when twelve hours out encountered 
a heavy gale from the southeast.

During the Corum “ hold-over” Adminis- 
stration of the City Government, the intro- 
duction of an ordinance in the Common 
Council authorizing parties to establish gas- 
works, and to lay pipes and mains in the 
streets and alleys of the city, was a matter 
of weekly occurrence. If we remember 
rightly, there was at one time no less than 
four so-called companies contending for the 
privilege of erecting gas-works and laying 
down pipes and mains in this city. After 
the reform in the City Council, the business 
did not cease. On the 11th of August, 1876, 
the City Council passed two ordinanges, one 
chartering the Coke Gaslight Company,” 
and the other the ‘‘ Consumers’ Gaslight 
Company,” and on Sept. 4 new ordinances 
were passed in relation to these com- 
panies. As was suspected at the 
time, nothing came of these ordinances. 
The City Council had wasted weeks in dis- 
cussing and amending them; and when the 
privileges were voted to the companies,” 
nobody wanted to put in the capital, and 
that was the end of them. Some time ago, 
an ordinance was introduced granting to 
Manwon S. Frost and Epwarp J. Frost, of 
Philadelphia, the franchise to establish gas- 
works and lay down gas-pipes, mains, and 
service-pipes in the streets, alleys, and pub- 
lic grounds of Chicago, which ordinance, 
after several months, it is proposed to take 
up this week and dispose of. Is not this 
business pretty well exhausted? In the days 
before the reform of the City Government, 
everybody understood the blackmail pur- 
pose of these ordinances; but no such rea- 
son can be supposed to exist under the new 
Government; and with the ceasing of the 
reason for the ordinances, ought not the 
ordinances also to stop? The City Council 
has bravely and ‘well managed its dealings 
with the existing Gas Companies. It has 
made an immense saving in its expenditures 
for gas. The Gas Companies have not only 
reduced the cost of gas to the city, but the 
West Side has also reduced its price to pri- 
vate consumers. The South Side Company 
should also make a reduction to its private 
consumers without further delay, and we 
suppose it will do it. The city has shown 
that, dealing with these Companies in thé 
right and direct way, it can, whenever neces- 
sary, compel them to act fairly and justly 
with the public. In the meantime, the man- 


ufacture of new companies at the request of 


every speculator who wants to have some- 
thing to sell might be omitted by this Coun- 
eil. That kind of business, however suc- 


cessful in olden times, has become stale, aud 
is unworthy of the present Council.

THE REPEAL OF THE RESUMPTION BILL. 
The vote in the House of Representatives 
on the passage of the bill to repeal so much, 
of the Resumption act as directs the redemp- 
tion of the greenbacks on demand in coin 
onand after Jan. 1, 1879, showed but a small 
majority in favor of the bill.

THE SEXTON BRICK JOB. 

Mr. P. J. Sexton seems to bea special 
favorite of the County Ring and its attehd- 
ant satellites. The statement is made that 
he was given an order on the County 
Treasurer last Friday for $50,000 on account, 
in the face of the fact that there was a dis- 
crepancy between the County Architect's 
measurement and the measurement of the 
Committee of Experts amounting to nearly 
2,000,000 of bricks. The swindling allow- 
ance of extras on this same contract ought 
also to be sufficient reason for refusing him 
payment till there shall have been an oppor- 
tunity to correct the whole matter; but 
there seems to be a determination on the 
part of the Ring that the job shall be rushed 
through and the money paid before the new 
Board shall have an opportunity to set it 
aside. 

As an instance of the operations of the 
Ring, this final act of villainy may as 
well be ‘recounted in brief. Sxxron got 
the contract for furnishing brick, of a 
description and quality corresponding to 
what is known as sewer brick, at $9 per, 
thousand. That this was a very liberal price is 
evident from the fact that the city has been 
buying séwer brick, used in the actual con- 
struction of sewers, at prices ranging from 
$5.55 to $5.60 per thousand. It is also 
stated that a large portion of the sewer brick 
furnished the city came from Sexron’s 
yard, so that he must have sold them as low 
as that, or for less, as the contractors who 
bought from him and sold to the city must 
have made something on the transaction. 
Had he been content with his origing con- 
tract price of $9, he would still have 
received over $3 per thousand in excess 
of what other contractors have received; but 
he even demanded $3 extra per thousand 
on the ground that sewer brick had been 
furnished, and that they were not expressly 
named, though fully described, in the con- 
tract. This extra was allowed by the Ring 
majority in the Board, and as a result Sexton 
receives $12 a thousand for the same bricks 
that are sold to the city for less than $6 a 
thousand; in other words, he receives more 
than double what they are worth. Besides 
this, he is credited with nearly 2,000,000 
brick that have not been delivered at all, 
according to the measurement of the ex- 
perts. The net result of this transaction 
is that the county is plundered about 
$35,000, including the allowance for brick 
not delivered and the outrageous overcharge 
made on the brick actually used. 

This is a fair sample of the way in which 
the county affairs have been administered by 
the Ring, It is preposterous to assume that 
a number of County Commissioners banded 
together to put $35,000 into Mr. Sexton's 
pocket, over and above areasonable profit on 
his contract, without some share of the 
robbery. The squandering of public moneys 
has scarcely become a mere pastime. We 
do not think so badly even of the Cook 
County King as to believe that théy vote 
away the people’s money in rascally jobs for 
the mere fun of theghing. They regard the 
Sexton brick job as their last chance, and 
want to make the most of it. As it seems a 
hopeless matter to reach and punish the 
Ringsters by process of law, we can only 
hope that Sxxrox will keep all the money he 
is able to lay his hands on, and let the retir- 
ing members of the Board whistle for any 
share of it on which they may have counted. 

This Sxxrox job illustrates pointedly the 
necessity for the new members of the Board 
to enter upon their duties without even the 
appearance of combination, but simply and 


openly as the sworn agents of the people. .

States of the world can borrow except on terms 
which are virtually prohibitive, on account 
of their detected dishonesty. The disclosures 
brought to light before the Foreign Loans Com- 
mittee, and the sharp experience .with respect to 
Spain and Turkey, not to mention many other 
States which have practiced the confidence 
trick, have destroyed the power of the smaller 
States to borrow. 

The student engaged in analyzing frauds 
from the moral point of view will easily see 
where this tax comes in, and how and why 
it is paid, if he will study the subject from 
the politico-economical point. He will find 
that on account of commercial crimes honest 
business men are subjected to an additional 
expense for bolts, bars, locks, and guards. 
They pay an extra expense for policemen and 
detectives. They pay an extra expense on 
account of incendiary fires. They pay twomen 
for doing one man’s work, and a third man for 
watching the other two. They bay enor- 
mously for the verification of accounts. In 
stock associations, they pay a manager for 
superintendence, Directors for looking after 
the managers, Committee Boards for looking 
after the Directors, accountants for looking 
after the Boards, experts for looking after 
the accountants, and sometimes detectives for 
looking after the experts, while the detectives 
generally look after themselves. When the 
concern goes to smash, a Receiver looks after 
the fragments, and somebody looks after the 
Receiver. The tax is also paid in additional 
rates of interest, and whoever negotiates a 
loan pays ‘a direct impost to the credit of 
fraud, or, more strictly speaking, to the ac- 
count of risk. Why isit that the Government 
can borrow at 4 per cent interest when the 
ordinary rate is 8 per cent? Simply because 
there is no fraud-tax levied. The people 
have confidence in the Government. If they 
had the same faith in the individual, money 
might be had at the samp rate. As it is, 
they pay 4 per cent interest and 4 per cent 
fraud-tax. The gross amount of this tax it is 
impossible to estimate, but it is all the time 
increasing, because fraud is all the time in- 
creasing. Herpert Spencer, one of the 
most comprehensive of observers, says that, 
‘*while the great and direct frands have 
been diminishing, the small and in- 
direct frauds have been increasing 
alike in variety and nümber.“ While 
he is undoubtedly correct as to the 
small frands, it may well be questioned 
whether he is not incorrect as to the larger 
ones. Certainly, in this country, huge frauds 
in breach of trust and criminal mismanage- 
ment have never been more plentiful than 
they are just now. In fact, it is doubtful 
whether the smaller frauds can increase 
without at the same time increasing the 
larger ones, and vice versa. It looks very 
much as if both classes were on the steady 
increase, ond to such an extent that the tax 
is nearly prohibitive on certain forms of in- 
dustry and is shoving others into inevitable 
bankruptcy. If a person or company are 
strong enough to pay for the risk necessi- 
tated by this tax, they can go on, but there 
are very few who can doit. The student of 
frauds, therefore, does not do his whole 
duty in simply bewailing the decadence of 
publi¢ morality. He should give considera- 
tion to this regularly-organized business of 
dishonesty, which levies so large a tax on 
honesty as to make the business of the latter 
unprofitable, and see if there is any way to 
avoid paying the tax. 


READING HISTORY FOR PLEASURE. 

Some of the contributors to The Home de- 
partment of Tun Trisung have called atten- 
tion of late to the importance of historical read- 
ing. They have been disposed to limit the dis- 
cussion by considerations of woman’s capacities 
and tastes: but the subject demands a broader 
treatment. Ignorance of history is not peculiar 
to the women of this country; the deprivations 
caused by it are not so keenly felt by them as 
by the men. The West is so largely engrossed 
in business that, as a rule, the women have 
larger opportunities for useful reading, Aud 
avail themselves more generally of them, than 
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| by an actual increase in the cost of produe-

and Noam, Everybody 
body can make honest efforts to dimmish his 


Reading by rote. or from a sense of duty, is a 
foolish practice. This is taking hold of the. 


question at the wrong end. It is an assumption 
that history is a dangerous drug or a soporific, 
and that the proper way to administer it is by 
hypodermic injections. Some teachers deal out 
history in small doses, as if they were trying to 
accustom the system to it. Antipathy to his- 
torical reading is evidence of a depraved taste, 


way to restore the tone ot the mind is to bring 
aids to the assistance of history. Clothe it, it 
need be, in the garments of romance; sugar- 
coat it with the idyls of the poets, or the folk- 
lore and myths that have sprung up 
in every nat on and country. No methods 
or devices, however, can repair fully the injury 
of along course of bad reading, resulting in 
dissipated energies and feeble powers of con- 
centration. if a faulty method be to blame, as 
it generally is, the remedy is easier. Instead of 
taking one author or one book at a tine, and 
following no connected line of ae. 
pursue the subject to its hiding - p means 
of all the authorities that are necessary for the 
purpose. Take the literature of the period as 
the best guide to its drift and thought; but do 
not fall into the common and dangerous error 
of making the literature an end. What a 
wonderful licht is thrown upon a long period of 
Greciar history by the tragedies of SopHOCLEs, 
Evuriripes, and AiscuyLus, the comedies of 
ARISTOPHANES, the Dialogues of PLATO, and 
memorabilia of XENOPHON, in connection with 
the marvelous history, which remains to this 
day a model, of Tuvcypipes, and the 
less trustworthy narrative of Hsroportus! 
The age of Avevustus is associated 
with Cicero, Vine, Ovi, and Horacs, that 
of Lovis XIV. with Racung and MOLIgRE, and 
that of ELizahrrn with SHaKSPEAKE, who has 
illustrated faithfully in his plays nearly the 
whole period of English history extepding from 
King Jon to Henry VIII. The student of 
history who knows not of these things or knows 
them indifferentiy, has studied to little pur- 


pose. 

Popular histories often serve a purpose in 
creating a taste for good reading, but they are 
not to be sought for their own sakes. The 
science of history long- since superseded them. 
Simple narrative instead of being adapted for 
the least disciplined minds is only used to the 
fullest advantage by those who have learned to 
place ideas in their true relations, to reject the 
unimportant and the untrue, and to elevate es- 
sentials into a system. Facts are abundant in 
the world, and the mere mention of one in a 
book need not provoke humility on tne part of the 
student. It is the review of facts with reference 
to present experience that is useful. For this 
reason the study of history need not be, and 
ought not to be, a solitary employment. It can 
be best undertaken in the open family circle, or 
in small clubs. Those who enter upon it in this 
manner, and in the proper spirit, inviting com- 
ment, illustration, and criticism from every 
quarter, will find History as truly one of the 
Muses as Poegry or the Drama, and the com- 
panionship which it affords as fascinating and 
more profitabie than that of either of the others. 
With a good beginning it is a matter of com- 
parative indifference what line of investigation 
is pursued, provided the utility of the study be 
ever kept in view. The order of progression 
ought to be from the History of the United 
States back to the o-igin and causes of the na- 
tion, through the period of the Puritans and the 
English Revolution, to Normandy, Gaul, and 
Rome. There will be a diversion into the his- 
tory of the Angles, the Saxons, ana the Danes, 
while the fierce Celt, cooped up in his mountain 
fastnesses, will not be forgotten. That history 
of the United States which can be generally 
accepted and approved bas not yet been writ- 
ten. Perhaps the preference will be given to 
HILDRETH over BancrortT, merely because the 
former is moré complete. In European history 
there is an abundance of authority. One can 
hardly go wrong in England, where so many 
excellent histories have been written. In an- 
cient history, the abridgments of GrsBon, 
Mrntvalz, Lippgti, and Coxe are for some 
purposes invaluable. Among the weightier au- 


 thorities are Mumsen, Countries, and GRors. 


Dr. Surrn's Universal History 1s a tolerably 
accurate and satisfactory review of the earlier 
period, and an abridgement of the history of 
France by the same writer, or Warrr’s Com- 
pendium, will be useful tobeginners. Germany 
can be studied in Coxz's Austria,“ and Italy 
in Ranke’s “ Popes.” There is not in any case 
want of good authoritjes; if the zeal and indus- 
try are supplied, the rest will be insured. Tun 
Trisune heartily seconds the suggestions in 
The Home, and hopes to report the formation 
of many history clubs during the coming win- 
ter.

LOSS OF THE GUNBOAT HURON. 

Wasurveton, D. C., Nov. 24.—The observer 
at Currituck reports at 11:35 a. m. to the Chief 
Signal Officer as follows: The United States 
man-of-war steamer Huron struck two miles 
north of No. 7 Station, on the Atlantic coast, 
off North Carolina, at 1:20a.m. Her foremast 
and maintopmast are gone. The steameris a 
total wreck. Assistance is needed immediately. 
The sea is breaking over her, snd several bodies 
have already been washed ashore, drowned. 
The number on board is 135. 

The Huron sailed yesterday from Fortress 
Monroe for Havana. 

The Navy Department has no advices of the 
disaster bevond what they received from the 
Signal Office, and they do not differ from the 
regular press dispatch. Tue Department 
authorities are taking means to get prompt iu- 
formation, but the facilities are not good.

ANXIOUS INQUIRERS. 

The loss of the Huron was not generally 
known in this city until somewhat late in the 
afternoon, and as a consequence there were 
very lew inquiries made at Navy Depart- 
ment by friends and relatives of those on board 
for details of the calamity, or information as to 
who had been lost or saved, but to-night in- 
quirers are very numerous in all quarters where 
it is possible any information could concentrate 
as to the fate of the unfortunate ship's com- 
pany. It is not considered in any way reason- 
able to suppose there may be some who 
are saved in 
have reached the shore at the time Ensign 
Yeung and his boat’s crew landed, yet rigid 
lookouts will be kept, and the hope is not dead 
with many that prompt dispatch of stout ships 
may result in the discovery alive of some now

From the list of names already received of 
those saved, and which contains the name of 
only one line officer, Ensign Lucien Young,

ONLY ONE BOAT 

from the Huron which, under naval rules. 
would be under the command of a line officer, 
succeeded in reaching the shore. Others not in 
this boat were thrown upon the beach but in 
such an exhausted condition as to be unable to 
save themselves or be resuscitated. Up to this 
time there is no ground for any clear assertions 
of such incidents, but naval officers advance 
these ideas as not improbable. 

As to what rendered the steamer so helpless 
as to drift upon the dangerous shoals, several 
believe her engines must have broken down, 
leaving the ship absolutely at the mercy of wind 
and waves. Again, other naval oflicers sav her 
engines were thurough in strength, and in per- 
fect working order, and she should have had no 
trouble in steammg ber way down coast. 

Another theory of naval ofllcers is that when 
thevessel's engines became disabled she dropped 
her auchors, but, the chains parting, she was 
blown ashore.

THE FATAL VOYAGE. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Special Inspatch to The Chivago tribune. 

New Tonk, Nov. 24.—A special to the Times 
from Norfoik says: The United States steamer 
Huron went ashore about 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing at the bend of the North Carolina coast, 
seventy-five miles south of Cape Henry, the 
most exposed portion of the shore between 
Capes Heury and Hatteras. 

The Huron was a third-rate iron screw steam- 
er, of 541 tons, and a displacement of 1,020 
tons, and carried an armament of four guns. 
She was a comparatively” new vessel, be- 
ing one of three—the Alert, the Rangey, 
and the Hurov—built by the Government 
three yeara ago with a pecuiiar rig as au experi- 
They had three masts, but were fitted 
with schooner sails only. The Alert is with the 
equairon in China, and the Ranger is now on 
her way to this country. 

THE HURON ; 
was origmally named the Alliance. She has 
been in commission as one of the North Atlan- 
tic Squadron over a year. On Saturday last she 
teft New York, where she had been taking in 
stores for a surveying expedition on the 
coast of Cuba, and came to Hampton 
Roads, where she arrived on Monday, 
and at once began taking in 
coal. Disregarding the storm-signals which 
nave been flying for three days, she set sail for 
her destination yesterday morning. Last night 
A FIERCE sTORM 
from the southeast raged along the coast, the 
wind blowing at the rate of seventy miles an 
hour. The theory of those well acquainted 
with the coast is that the Huron was caught in 
the height of the gale, and while trying to hold 
on, head to the wind, her machinery gave~ way, 
and, her sails being useless against such a wind, 
she slowly drifted ashore. The sea 
was running tremendously high, and being 
an iron vessel, the Huron soon became a toial 
wreck. Her foremast and main topmast were 
the first to go by the board, and in an intredi- 
bly short time she was

Wasnmeron, D. C., Nov. 24.—The destruc- 
tion of the United States war-steamship Huron 
off Cape Hatteras this morning has cast a great 
gioom over this city. Many of the officers were 
from here, and all of them were favorably 
known. ‘he Huron was built in 1875 by John 
Roach at Chester, Pa., al is said to have been 
one of the best vessels of her class in the 
service. She was one of the ten sioops-ot- 
war constructed under Secretary Robeson’s 
administration. There are some who say that 
the vessel was not scaworthy. The preponder- 
ance of opinion, however, is that it was. 
NO CORRECT DETAILS 
of the cause of this disaster have reached here. 


Naval engineers are of the opinion that 
the engines must have given out 
or the rudder become useless, so that 


nothing could prevent the gale from driving 
the vessel upon the breakers. It appears that 
the sails were useless, as the masts were carried 
away. The latest dispatch says that four offl- 
cers. and thirty men have been saved. The dis- 
pat eh is not clear whether Capt. Ryan, the com- 
manding officer, is among the saved.

A TRAIN PRECIPITATED THROUGH A BRIDGE. 

Col dun, S. C., Nov. 24.—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Charlotte, Co 
lumbia & Augusta Kailroad was held here yes- 
terdav.

VIRGINIA RIVERS ON THE RAMPAGE. 

KicnmonD, Va., Nov. 24.—Incessant rains 
during the past forty-eight hours resu*ted in 
heavy floods in the western portion of the 
State. All trains are stopped on the Western 
Division of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad.

WARLIEB ADVICES FROM THE LAND OF THE 
GREASERS. 
Dispatch to St. Lows Globe- Democrat. 
Houston, Tex., Nov. 23.—Mexican news is 
more exciting than ever, as indicated by N 
vices from the City of Mexico via Havana. It 
is now known that Gen. Trevino, one of the most 
trusted of the Diaz chiefs, is marching north- 
ward from the Mexican Capital for the Rio 
Grande, with a force of 2,500 well-appointed 
troops. When he arrives on the frontier and 
forms a junction with Gen. Canales, command- 
ing in Tamaulipas, the Mexican force on the 
Rio Grande will amount to 4,000 regu- 
lars, besides Indian auxiliaries. The troops 
under Trevino are picked from the flower 
of the Mexiggn army, and that commander is 
said to have instructions to assume a defiant 
and warlike attitude, and repel all raids and 
attempts at invasion. Latest ad represent 
the people of Mexico with hatred, and 
eagerly u Government to a war with 
the United States, and the immediate seizure of 
Texas territory and re-establishing the old 
boundary of the Neuces. The Mexican Govern- 
ment has undoubtedly assumed a hostile atti- 
tude, and will, if it nas not already done so, of- 
ficial y inform our Government at Wash n 
of the intention to attack all invaders. It is 
certain orders to that effect bave already been 
given. Gen. Falcon is commanding on the Mid- 
oe Rio Grande, with headquarters at Piedras 
Gen. Ord is understood to have telegraphed 
to Washington for reinforcements of cavairy. 
He has a force on the Rio Grande not exceeding 
2,000 men, with which to repel an attack of the 
Mexican Generals, should they attempt one. 
The Texans are uneasy, and Gov. Hubbard has 
ordered an inspection and immediate drilling of 
State troops, and putting them in readiness. 
The report that detachments of Kickapoos 
have raided and killed citizens sixty miles irom 
San Antonio iscontirmed. Indians from Mexico 
have also raided and killed persons forty miles 
this side of Laredo. If Gen. Ord pursues the 
raiders into Mexico a collision with Mexican 
troops ensues. II be don’t, ue and our Goveru- 
ment must assume a role of bulldozement and 
being intimidated. The situation is threatening. 
A special from San Antonio, Gen. Ord’s head- 
uarters, to-night, says: In military circles the 
anger of an outbreak of war with Mexico is in- 
creased by Gen. Trevino’s advance to the Rio 
Grande, with instructions to repel any attempt 
of United States troops to cross alter raiders. 
Gen. Ord will not be bluffed, but will continue 
to pursue the raiders into Mexico. This may be 
considered official. Gen. Ord, as well as the 
State authorities, are preparing for trouble.

REFORMING THE PASSENGER BUSI- 
NESS.

C. Wentworth, General Ticket and Passenger

gan Southern; and Thomas P. Barry, Western 
General Passenger Agent Baltimore & Ohio. 
The meeting was held with closed doors and 
the participants of the meeting were unwilling 
to divulge the particuiars of their proceedings.

Rumors were current yesterday that certain 
shippers had succeeded in making a contract 
with one or two of the Eastern railroads for the 
carrying of about 600,000 bushels of grain to 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New York at less 
than the regular tariff rates. Ag such action 
on the part of some of the Eastern roads would 
indicate a lack of harmony between them 
which would undoubtedly have the effect of 
bringing about another war, a TRIBUNE reporter 
took great pains to learn the actual facts in this 
case.

FINANCIAL. 


After the fallure of the Third and Central Banks, 
zue situation in fluancial and business circles might 
easily have been made an emergency, but our 
bankers have acted with their usual good sense 
and coolness. Our leading institutions have made 
nochange in their discount basiness, and cus- 
tomers who have the right sort of paper can count 
upon accommodation with the same certainty as 
heretofore. The offerings of good negotiable 
paper haye been slight, but all that is brought for- 
ward finds ready acceptance. Our commercial and 
ma@nyfactaring houses were perhaps never less 
dependent than now upon the banks, but, 80 far 
as the action of the latter goes, the mercantile 
community can count upon proper support. One 
encouraging feature of affairs is that the country 
banks appear to understand the real condition of 
things, and to have remained uninfluenced 
by the wild and malicious rumors that 
have been put mio circulation. The 
orders from the interior for currency 
were light. New York exchange was sold at one 
time at 80c@$1.00 per $1,000 discount between 
banks, but closed firmer at 50c discount. With 
only a moderate business in discounts, rates re- 
mained 8@10 per cent at the banks to regular cus- 
tomers; on the street, rates were 6@9 per cent.

A proposition has been made to amend the 
amendment to the rules of the Board of Trade. 
which will be voted on next Wednesday. It is to 
the effect that the Board shall not pay less than 
$300 on retiring memberships and not less than 
the equitable share of the member in the property 
of the Board. This proposal obviates some objec- 
tions that were raised against the first, and a good 
many members have signitied that they think such 
a change would be for the better. 
They have introduced a new class of material 
into the provision deal, viz.: Fine weather 
hams, and the thing is all the more perplexing, as 
the fine weather alluded to is what a good many 
people would agree to call bad weather.

WEST PARKS. 
THE NEW BOARD. 

The West Park Commissioners met y esterday 
afiernoon at their office on Haisted street, 
present Messrs. Willard Woodard, 8. H. Mc- 
Crea, Emil Wilken, S. N. Wilcox, E. E. Wood, 
and John Brannock. R. P. Derickson, Town- 
Supervisor Pedersen, Justice Matson, and one 
or two other persons were present as lookers-on. 

Mr. Woodard presided, and the Secretary, 
Mr. Wooa, read a very long inventory of the 
truck found around the office on taking posses- 
sion, and an exhibit of the number of employes 
on the different parks, and the present financial 
obligations of the Board. The inventory sets 
forth that the vault contains nearly 5,000 
vouchers, covering expense items since the 
creation of the Board; also the title-deeds 
and abstracts of all lands heid by the 
Board. They have a safe and

There were present 
Messrs. Ayars, Boese, Wheeler, Senne, Meyer, 
Burling, and Spofford, and no sooner had they 
become seated than the c ns were drawn 


and the doors locked. ‘he object of 
the meeting was at once brought up, and 
the whole situation was canvassed. In the midst 


of the discussion, which was in whispers lest a 
reporter might be lurking in the halis, a mem- 
ber proposed that a vote be taken for Chairman, 
which resulted: Ayars 3, Senne 2, the candi- 
dates, of course, not voting, Mr. Ayars was 
declared the Republican candidate, and, inas- 
much as the Republicans have eight votes, a 
nomination is equivalent to an election; especi- 
ialiy is it so in the case of Ayars, for he is under- 
stood to have several Democrats in.the Board 
pledged to vote for him. 

As soon as Ayars had been selected as the 
candidate he was put upon the stand and sub- 
jected to a rigid cross-examination, which was 
deemed necessary in the face of the reports that 
he had made some pledges to the“ Ringsters,”’ 
in the event of his election. He came out flat- 
footed in answer to questions put to him, and 
said that in the appointment of the committees 
he would be governed exclusively by the will of 
the Republicans, and furthermore pledged that 
when he had made up the list he would submit 
it to another caucus for revision and correction. 
This appeared to satisfy those present, where- 
upon his caucus-election was made 1 


Nothing further was done, and it is 
highly probable that nothing will be for several 
days, or at least until Mr. Tabor is able to be 
around, who assured several members of the 
caucus several days ago that he would co- 
operate with the majority of the Republicans in 
the organization. 

The reporter’s informant expressed himself 
as somewhat surprised at the result of the cau.

PLANS FOR HIS CLERES. 

The commotion among Lieb’s employes con- 
tinues unabated, and yesterday things were at 
fever-heat, owing to a new dodge he was play- 
ing on them to make their contribution sure. 
He abandoned the scheme ‘of haying them 


sign the original paper pledging themselves to 
giye him a $2 a day during the month, because 
he did aot believe he could collect it of them, 
and he has hit on the device of forcing them to 
sign in a book, where accounts are kept with 
them, something alter this style: Subscrip- 
tion here follows the name of the employe}, 
552.) One of the practices of the office has 
been to advance the men small sums of money 
from time to time, which are deducted from 
their earnings at the end of the month, hence 
the necessity of this book. The men are com- 
pelled to make all the entries themselves, and 
in making the **subscription”’’ entry reierred 
to amoug the other entries, the book is made to 
convey the idea that they have received the $52, 
which is not the case, of course, and this 
amount—if Lieb gets hold of their pay at the 
end of the month—is to be deducted along with 
whatever advances he may actually have made 
them. . 

Ine adoption of this scheme, the General 
thinks, will make him safe, and he now rests at 
ease. But the men are of adifferent opinion, 
and do not propose to sit idly by and be de- 
spoiled in any such way. They were induced to 
sigu the book, they say, because they were af- 
forded an opportunity to earn $8 a day by 
working extra time, whereas they have been 
getting but $4, but earning the $8 they want it, 
and insist that they will have it at all hazards. 
Yesterday some were, as a first step, signing a 
petition to the County Board protesting against 
the County Clerk's pay-roll for the month being 
audited while Lieb was in office, whiie others 
pat their beads together and raised the 
necessary money to hire an attorney to 
Co into court and have the County Treasurer 
enjoined from signing the warrant for their No- 
vember pay, and also from paving any of the 
money over to Lieb. The services of Mr. Wil- 
lett Were secured, and it the Board should not 
listeu to the protest, and should audit the pay- 
roll, under the circumstances the Court would, 
no doubt, grant the injunction, aud the men 
would be saved, Such a result is devoutly bop- 
ed ior at least, and the injunction should be 
gotten not later than Thursday, for che pian is 
ior the Board to meet Friday and approve the 
pay-roll. The General’s scheme may not be a 
success alter all. 

Late in the afternoon another scheme was put 
on foot by which to enrich Lieb and help make 
him up, bis needed collection. It was in the 
shape of a subscription paper, which was being 

ssed around among the deputies and what are 
nown as regular“ men. When seen by the 
reporter it was headed with the name of Ander- 
son, Lieb’s brother-in-law, who subscribed $100. 
Noone believes that Andergon will give Lieb 
one cent., because he is not ahlle to, and the con- 
vietiou somehow settled over the poor men who 
are about to be thrown out of employment that 
he had simply signed the document so gener- 
ously as a bait to iduce the others to be equally 
liberal. As far as is known, however, they did 
not respond very cheerfully, and it would puz- 
le any one to guess why they should.

ENGLISH CATHOLICISM. 
INTERESTING INTEFVIEW WITH MGR. CAPEL. 
gondon Correspondence New York World. 

It is not possible for any man to travel much 
sbout England in the present day without no- 
tieing the number of new churches, schools, 
monasteries, and convents which the Catholics 
have built. A dozen years or 60 ago they had 
comparatively few places of worship in En- 

and still fewer places of education. Now, 
go where you will, you sooncome into contact 
with unmistakabie signs of their progress. If 

attention is attracted in any town bya 
church of more than ordinary beauty the 
chances are that you will find it has been erected 
by the Roman Catholics. The social ban which 
once attached to members of that Church has 
disappeared as entirely as their political disa- 
bilities. A Protestant does not object to his 
gon marrying a Roman Catholic lady, nor does 
aman lose his office or appointment, or suffer 
in any way in his career, by joining the Romish 

Church. I remember the time when it was all 

very different. More than one personal friend 

of my own has had his prospects completely 

ruined by embracing the Catholic religion. The 

change which has taken place in the tone of 
public feeling, especially among the “upper 
classes, ou this subject, would not be N 
dy any man who knew England twelve or 

ago and has uever visited it since.

In say- 

ing this, I am not forgetting Dr. Newman or 

Cardinal Manning, both great men, one of them 

(Newman) gifted with a high and rare order of 

genius. But although Dr. Newman may at- 

tract the learned, and Manning win over the 
austere, Capel exercises a sort of charm over 
people of all ages and degress of life—he is 

neither a recluse nor a bigoted ascetic, but a 

and kindly man of the world, while at 

same time a devoted priest. You may re- 
member that he is one of the characters intro- 
duced into Lothair,’’ where he figures as Mgr. 

Catesby, although in one chapter, either by a 

slip of the pen or by design, Mr. Disraeli used 

his real name and called him Mgr. Capel. At 
this moment he is certainly the most popular 
priest in London. [lis portrait may be seen in 
almost every shop-window where photographs 
are sold, among the large audicnces which 
gather to hear bim preach there are almost as 
many Protestants as Catholics. I doubt wheth- 


er any living man has made so many converts 


to his church. 

I requested my friend to explain to the Mon- 
signore precisely why I wished to see him— 
namely, to obtain from bim his opinions as to 
the progress of English Catholicism and its 

cts generally, in order that I might lay 
them before the readers of the New York Worid. 
A very obliging and ready assent was made to 
this proposition, and an interview appointed at 
Dr. Capel’s house. I found him most free and 
communicative, shrinking no question I put to 
him, but meeting me with the greatest candor, 
and only once when I happened to touch, half 
accidentally, on a purely religious side of the 
question, showing the least disposition to adopt 
any reserve. On the point referred to, be said: 
That is a controversial topic. Iwill not enter into 
acontroversy with you now, because we hare 
met for another purpose. But Iwill meet vou 
again whenever you like, and argue the matter 
out with you.“ I said what I felt, that neither 
then nor at any other time could I desire to 
open a controversy with him, tor the simple 
reason that I was certain to be signally defeated. 
Indeed, it would require no lit: le study, skill 
and resource to meet Mgr. Capel in the field of 
argument, as Canon Liddon, of St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral, found out to his discomilture some time

METHODIST MISSIONS. 
APPROPRIATIONS AND WORK FOR THE COMING 
YEAR. 

New York Times, Ort. 20. 

The concluding session of the General Mis- 
sionary Committee of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church was called to order at 2 o'clock 
yesterday atternoon. Bishop Peck presided, 
and the Rev. Mr. Abbott. of New York, con- 
ducted the devotional exercises. The Com- 
mittee, consisting of the general representa- 
tive of each conference district, appointed to 
fix the amount of missionary money to be 
raised by each conference during the coming 

year, presented their report as follows: 
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ducing the amount apportioned to some of the 
conferences, and increasing it in regard to oth- 
ers. On motionof Bishop Andrews, the amount 
apportioned to Upper lowa was increased from 
$8,000 to $8,500, and the amount apportioned to 
Towa was reduced from $8,500 to $8,000. On 
motion of Bishop Harris, the amount asked for 
from Liberia was increased [rom 850 to 8100. 
After a long debate the amount apportioned to 
Georgia was fixed at $250, aud to Alabama at 
$250. The sum asked tor from Central Illinois 
was increased $150, making it $12, The ap- 
ortionment to St. Louis was incréased from 
$3,000 to $3,500, and that to the St. Louis Con- 
ference was increased from $1,800 to 42.000. 
The apportionment to Sweden was reduced 
from $1,650 to $1,400, and that to India irom 
$1,000 to 8550. The changes, however, did not 
alter the grand total. The report 4s amended

the Committee had ascertained upon investiga- 
tion that 10,000 copies of a magazine of forty- 
eight pages could be published at a cost of 
about $5,000 per annum, and they were of ovin- 
ion that a list of 8,000 might easily be obtained 
at $1 each, making 8,000, besides which eight 
pages might be devoted to advertisements, thus 
adding something to the incéme. Appended to 
the report was a resolution asking the Bishops 
and Secretaries to bring the subject before the 
next General Conference, and ask that a com- 
mittee be appointed to receive subscriptions to 
the proposed magazine on the spot, and for- 
ward them to the General Committee, and that 
as soon as 7,000 subscribers were obtained the 
magazine should be established. There was 
also a petition, numerously signed by 
prominent Methodists in Boston, urging 
the establishment of the magazine. Bishop 
Haven was in favor of the project, but was op- 
posed to the plan proposed. e was in favor of 
referring the matter to the Board, with the un- 
derstanding that the magazine should be estab- 
lished, proviaing it could be done without in- 
curring extra expense for a man to edit it. Dr. 
Hitchcock thought the denominational papers 
already in existence were sufficient for all the 
wants of the Church, and much more valuable as 
a means of disseminating information than the 
proposed magazine would be. Dr. Curry spoke 
of the great mistake which had been made by a 
great many people in accusing the Methodist 


Bishop Ames followed in the same strain. The 
Methodist Church, he said, raised more money 
for missionary purposes, paid their preachers 
better salaries, and had raised up a better class 
of lay members, in comparison with her num- 


bers, than any other church in the land.

isters be informed that hereafter the General 
Committee would refuse to appropriate money 
for the benefit of any minister who did not give 
all his time andattention to his legitimate du- 
ties. Bishop Ames moved to amend by instruct- 
ing Bishops not to recognize any appropriations 
hereafter to ministers of the class under con- 
sideration. The amendment prevailed, and the 
resolution, as amended, was adopted. The 
Committee then adjourn

UNBELIEF. 
ITS MAGNANIMITY FROM & RATIONALIST STAND- 
POINT. 
From the London Spectator, Vos. 3. 

In the papers which Mr. Frederic Harrison 
has contributed to the Nineteenth Centurifon 
The Soul and Future Life,“ and in his reply to 
the many criticisms whom those papers drew 
down upon him, there is visible precisely the 
same state of mind which is so curiously illus- 
trated in Harriet Martineau’s ‘ Autobiogra- 
phy,”—the state of mind, we mean, which Miss 
Cobbe, in her striking contribution to the Theo- 
logical Review of this month, happily terms one 
of “magnanimous atheism.“ Any one who has 
seen a Shrunken and withered apple apparently 
revive under the exhausted receiver of the air- 
pump, may perhaps have some notion, derived 
from that analogy, of the reason of this swelling 
of the heart ina sort of triumphant relief at 
the imaginary evanescence of the religious in- 
fluences under , the pressure of which it 
had lived. The apole swells out because the at- 
mospheric pressure on the outside is removed, 
and the confined air in it consequently expands 
till it seems as sound and plump as it was while 
all its juices were rich and full. And so, we 
take it, the elation of mind which Harrjgt Mar- 
tineau so vividly describes. the grd¥ulation 
wherewith she looked up to the midnight stars, 
and thought within herself that the creeds of 
her youth were a system of illusions which she 
aud Mr. Atkinson had contrived to throw off, 
was due to the cessation of the pressure of that 
sense of constant obligation and claim under 
which she had formerly been living, and its ex- 
change for the conviction that instead of trying 
to interpret painfully the demands of another 
and higher spirit upon her own, all she had to 
do was to give free vent to her own aspirations, 
and follow the impulses of her own 
thought. ** When,“ wrote Miss Martineau, 
“in the evenings of that spring. I went out (as I 
always do when in health) to meet the midnight 
on my terrace, or in bad weather in the porch, 
and saw and felt what I always do see and feel 
there at that hour, what did it matter whether 
people who were nothing to me had smiled or 
frowned when I passed them in the village in 
the morning! When I experienced the still new 
joy of feeling myself to be a portion of the un- 
verse, resting on the security of its everlastin 
laws, certain that its Cause was wholly out o 
the sphere of human attributes, and that the 
special destination of my race isinfinitely nobler 
than the highest prepared under a scheme of 
divine moral government, how could it matter 
to me that the adherents of adecaying mythol- 
ogy (the Christian following the heathen 
as the heathen followed the  barbaric- 
fetish) were fiercely clinging to their Man- 
God, their scheme of salvation, their reward 
aud punishment, their essential pay-system, as 
ordered by their mythology? . . Io the 
emancipated, it is asmall matter that those who 
remain imprisoned are shocked at the daring 
which goes forth into the sunshine and under 
the stars to study and enjoy, without leave 
asked, or the fear of penalty.’ How like the 
breath of relief with which Miss Martineau ob- 
serves that the displeasure or pleasure of her 
neichbors is nothing to her, is that with which 
sue remarks that to go and meet the mid- 
night”? was delightful to ber after supposing as 
she used-to suppose, that at such times she 
went to meet a spirit who was conducting a 
‘‘divivine moral government,”’ and had prom- 
isedd to reward aud punish men according to their 
works. It is, as she expressly says, the feeling 


resting on the security of everlasting Jaws,” 
was entirely “ out of the sphere of human attri- 
butes,” entirely unrelated to the Man-God of 
Christian worship, which filled her with this 
sense of elation. In precisely the same tone, 
Mr. Frederic Harrison expounds his religion 
of humanity,” and throws off all the belief of 
the theologians, as constructed out of * dithy- 
rambic hypotheses and evasive tropes.“ There 
is in all the Positivists a note of scornful tri- 
umph as they clear their souls of what they call 
the superstitions of ages, and exhort us to be 
content with worshiping the providence 
which the race of man exercises over indi- 
vidual men, and with anticipating the posthu- 
mous activities“ which are to be the somewhat 
worthless, but the only conceivable, equivalents 
for immortal growth. In all the sohloquies and 
all the bomilies to which the Positivists give ut- 
terance, you can see the same sense of relief, 
in fact the air which Miss Cobbe so well de- 
scribes as the air of magnanimitx.—as if they 
were doing something rather grand, and rising 
in their own estimation, as they cast 
to the winds the old faiths. Let Miss 
Martineau, as Miss Cobbe reminds us, 
was almost dismayed when she thought of the 
pain which her new belief in personal annihila- 
tion would carry to the heart of some friends of 
hers who were widows, and who lived in the 
hope not only of 4 future life in God, but of a 
future reunion with the objects of their warmest 
earthly love, and whom she feared it might even 


deprive of reason to have this hope taken away 


from them. Yet with all this dismay, she speaks 
of her new disbelief as a potent remedy 
for human ills which ft would be gelftish 
in her to keep to herself. “My com- 
rade and I both care for our kind, and we could 
not see them suffering as we had suffered with- 
outimparting to them our coasolation and our 
joy. Having found, as my friend said, a spring 
in the desert, should we see the multitude 
wandcring in desolation and not show them our 
refreshment?’ Whereupon Miss Cobbe re- 
marks, Would it not have been a more appro- 
priate simile to say, ‘Having found that the 
romised land was a mirage, we hastened back 
joyfully to bring the interesting tid to our 
iriends in the wilderness, some of whom 
we expected would go mad when they 
received our intelligence, to which, from their 
great respect for us, we knew they would attach

They move 
more easily when they themselves 
merely under the midnight they could 
under the eye of Divine righteousness, and they 
become higher beings in their own estimation, 
just as the apple blooms out again under the 
exhausted receiver. Mr. Harrison, indeed, ex- 
pressly finds fault with the Christian order of 
thought for thinking so poorly of man as he 
is. He speaks of the view of their own lives 
taken by men who hold that much of what the 
have done will result in ‘*posthumous activ 
ties” of a vey unsatisfactory kind, and a great 
proportion of tbeir past im posthumous ac- 
tivities that are simply: morally indiffer- 
ent, being neither nor good, as 
mere pessimists, and ad “Pessimism as 
to the essential dignity ot man, and the 
steady development of his race, is one of the 
surest marks of the enervating influence of 
this dream of a celestial glory.” In other 
words, to Mr. Harrison, as certainly to Miss 
Martineau, all humiliation is pessimism,—even 
though it touches in no way the essential digni- 
ty of man, but rather only the unsuccessful at- 
tempts of the individual ego to reach that es- 
sential dignity of man. As the belief in God 
modifies, the satisfaction with ourselves as we 
are, grows, and we begin to be quite sure that 
the vast majority of all our “posthumous ac- 
tivities’’ will go to increase the store of testi- 
mony accumulating to all future ages of the 
essential dignity of man.“ 

As certainly as the failure to recognize the at- 
traction of the sun led our forefathers into all 
sorts of exaggerations of the stability of the 
earth, the failure to recognize the divine love 
and righteousness will lead those who miss 
them to exaggerate the werth and value of 
human love and righteousness, It is the weight 
of our debt and obligations which makes us see 
what poor creatures, except through the divine 
help, we really are. Remove the sense of these 
higher obligations, and we grow inevitably in 
our own estimation, just as the withered apple 
revives when the air ceases to press upon 
it. Indeed, the real issue between the 
Positivist and the Christian might fairly 
well be summed-up in the one question whether 
humility be a morbid and misleading quality, 
or the very truth and core of All real self-know!- 
edge. If the former, the Positivists are right; 
if the latter, the Christians. But what shall be 
the test? Why surely the @xperience of the 

t affords us test enough. Mr. Hai rison says 
n effect that the tendency to think lichtly of 
man as he is is the result—amd we agree with 
him—of man’s “dream of celestial glory.“ Well, 
but what has been the moral fruit of that stoic 
self-estimation and magnanimity which is now 
again lifting up its head, as Sompared with the 
attitude of moral humiliation which Mr. Harri- 
son calls “ pessimism’? Whence have the 
great bepeficent moral agéneies of the world 
sprung! From the optimism of self-satisfied 
human dignity, or from the pessimism—if so it 
is to be called—of the ages of humility! Sure- 
ly all that is morally great in man, from the 
greater works of charity to the greater tri- 
umphs of the spirit of * have sprung out 
of that spirit of humility vhieh has ascribed all its 
achieverhents to the power of Goa, and has 
found the confidence necessary for effecting even 
the greatest revolutions in human society only 
because it believed itself to be driven on by 
Him. The grand, picturesqme magnanimity of 
the Stoic school has done nething tor human- 
ity, compared with the spirit of Christian 
humiliation; and, tested by the past at least, 
the equanimity or maguauimity which seems to 
spring from doubt will be barren indeed, com- 
pared with the self-depreciation, or even, if you 
please tocall it 4 self-Gisgust, springing out 
of the knowledge of a diviner Presence and a 
mightier Will.

The Jubilee Singers of Fisk University are 
now giving concerts in Germany. They have 
raised in the six years they have been singing 
about $150,000. 

A Methodist church in Knoxville, Tenn., 
bears the remarkable name of The Parson 
Brownlow Church.“ Its friends have lately 
been raising money for its somewhat exhausted 
treasury. 

The Mayor of a small town in the Province of 
Jaen, Spain, having tried to procure the baptism 
in the Koman Catholic faith of children of Prot- 
estant parents, a royal order has been issued 
reprimanding him. 

The religious societies ha¥e had very good 
receipts the past year, notwithstanding the dull- 
ness of business. Fifty-one Bible, missionary, 
and educational éocietieg report aggregate re- 
ceipts of $8,012,130, ? 

Ministers who use tobacco will hereafter have 
a poor chance among the United Brethren. The 
Miami Conference of that body has passed a 
resolution to the effect that no tobacco-using 
clergyman will be admitted to fellowship. 


A new sect has been organized at Allegheny. 
Pa., called the Body of Believers. The Be- 
lievers believe not in the Trinity, but in Jesus, 
in whose name alone they baptize. They believe 
that the soul sleeps after death until Christ’s 
second coming, when saings sball be clothed 
with immortality. 


One bundred aud six churches, chapels, and 
missions in San Francisco give one place of wor- 
ship to everv 3,000 people, exclusive of the 
strangers within the gates,” and services are 
conducted in French, Spanish, Russian, Scandi- 
navian, Italian, German, Hebrew, Welsh, En- 
glish, and Chinese. 


The Roman Catholic newspapers of the United 
States, of which there are between thirty and 
forty, propose to establish a Catholic Associated 
Press, with the object of combining the Church 
press against all forms of error and of oppo- 
sition to Catholicism, and to cultivate a better 
acquaintance between Catholic journalists. 


At a recent installation service in Buffalo it 
became the duty of the Rev. Mr. Calkins to say 
some exceedingly plain things to the congre- 
gation, among which was: There are three 
aualifications of ministers: piety, fidelity, and 
poverty. The first two We must obtain from 
the Lord by prayer; but we may trust the stin- 
giness of the churches for the last.“ 


The Jewish ministers of Philadelphia, at a 
meeting recently, resolved that the ministers 
of Philadelphia, seeing the necessity of higher 
instruction inthe Hebrew language,—such as 
‘translation of the Bible, grammar, and com- 
mentaries, Biblical and Jéwish history, Mishna, 
Talmud, et¢.,—are willing to place their services 
gratuitously at the disposal of their coreligion- 
ists. 

The Rev. Arthur Mursell, a prominent Bap- 
tist minister of England, who is about to visit 
this country, has written a letter which attracts 
considerable attention in England, proposing 
the union of the Baptists aud the Independents. 
To bring this about he suggested that the Con- 
gregationalists agree to abandon infant bantism, 
and the Baptists recognize sorinkling or affusion 
as baptism. He thinks the Baptists, excluding 
some of the dogmatic leaders, would be willing 
to do this. 


A Diet, or Congress of the Lutheran Church, 
to discuss subjects of importance to that body, 
is announced to be held in St. Matthew's 
Church, Philadelphia, Dec. 27. Itis expected 
that papers will be read by Drs. J. G. Morris and 
C. A. Stork, of Baltimore; Dr. Seiss and Prof. 
Krauth, of Philadelphia; Profs. Brown and 
Jacobs, of Gettysburg; and the Rev. Dr. Wede- 
kind, of New York: All Lutherans, of what- 
ever synodical connection, areinvited by the 
managers to take part in the proceedings. 


Bishop Haven was asked what he thought 
would be the religious effect of Stanlev’s Afri- 
can explorations. The Bishop, as is well-known, 
has traveled extensively in Africa and is 
thoroughly familiar with the progress of the 
mission there. He replied that be was reading 
Stanley’s lettcrs with great interest, and he had 
no doubt that the discoveries on the Congo 
would lead to the spread of Christian missions 
into the interior from that direction. The Pres- 
byterians already have a mission at the mouth 
of the river. 


The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church amended the canon prohituting the cler- 
ey from solemnizing the marriage of any di- 
vorced person by a clause, forbidding them to 
administer the Holy Communion to persons 
who should contract such forbidden marriages. 
As the law now stands, not only are the clergy 
prohibited from marrying parties, one of whom 
has a divorced husband or wife living, but they 
are not allowed to admit any persons to bap- 
tism, confirmation, or the Holy Communion, 
who shall marry a second time during the life 
of a divorced husband or wife. 


The Presbyterian Ch of England now 
consists of 258 congrega divided into ten 
Presbyteries. Near or of the 258 church 
buildings are frechold, and the insurances on 
the same amount to $2,500,000.

“Except the gambling class. Gamblers help 
one another liberally. They earn their money 
with ease, and it goes easily. They have lost 
the proper sense of the value of money. They 
make a big strike, and they are absolutely inca- 
pable of retawing what they make, or of put- 
ting it out to honest advantage. Their liberal- 
ity is mere recklesaness, not generosity.” 

But you don’t mean to class theatrical peo- 
pls with gamblers?” 

„In a measure. The more fortunate portion 
of them (who are not always the most deserv- 
ing) jump into luck at one leap; they obtain 
extravagant sums for their services; while their 
pobularity laste they make good fellows of 
themselves by throwing it away lavishly, and 
then, when the busy world meets with a tresh 
favorite, and passes by on the other side of the 
old,—well, did you ever see a more wretched 
whiner than the neglected favorite!” 

“At any rate they make their good fortune 
do some good as long as it lasts.”

He lets it be known that he is 
about to organize a company for the tour of 
the provinces, and immediately he is surrounded 
by a crowd of professionals, hamfatters,” 
etc., to whom he unfolds his scheme. As long 
as the beer and cigars hold out he is “solid” 
with them all. In turn they strut off and talk 
big things about their prospects, and decline 
ever so many imaginative offers. The manager 
then circulates the report of nis intentions in 
quarters where it will readily reach the provin- 
cial ear, and the first thing you know there is a 
wandering band of players on the cars (at 
theatricai prices). Occasionally they strike 
luck, in which case the manager puts on airs 
hat become insufferable to his con- 
pany. Often, too often, they strike 
desolation, impenetrable public apathy, 
and impracticable hotel-keepers, in which event 
the manager grabs all the receipts he can and 
glides easily back on a Pullman palace-car, leav- 
ing the others to plunge home through the 
mud, A few curses, not deep but loud, and 
that ends it, especially if the backsliding man- 
ager has saved enough to buy the beer ſor the 
mourners. 
Perhaps it is just as well that one set of ex- 
periences should be balanced against the other. 
As above remarked, there are numerous man- 
agers here. Theother day an advertisement ap- 
peared in a city paper calling upon all kinds of 
dramatic talent to call at No. 1864¢ Clark street 
(in the basement), where engangements were to 
be had for the asking. The applicants were 
plentiful, and of all kinds and degrees, from 
the leading man down to the educated goat. A 
large canvas sign (illuminated after dark) inti- 
mated that there was a free lunch to be had down 
stairs.

THE GREGORIAN WAR. 

The communication from ‘A Parishioner” 
concerning the music in the Church of the Hoiy 
Name, which was printed in last Sunday's 
TRIBUNE, has evidently aroused the Gregorian 
advocates, as will be seen by the subjoined com- 
munications: 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHicaco, Nov, 23.—I was very much interested 
in the article on Church-Musie which appeared 
in last Sunday's Trisung under the signature of 
**Parishioner.”” I was a good deal attracted by the 
piquancy of style of the article, but still more by 
the fearlessness of the attack which the writer 
makes on Gregorian and Cecilian music. I take 
for granted, of course, that his intentions are 
good, so that the question is, merely, whether or 
not he is a8 well informed on the subject as he sup- 
poses himself to be. 

The subject of Church Music isso interesting and 
50 important, especially to-day, when the whole 
Christian world is considering it, that it is hard to 
write anything less than a volume, or a long 
article, about it. If I had the sixteen pages of 
Tuk SUNDAY TRIBUNE at my disposal, I could 
venture on a brief history of church music, 
quoting from the admirable works of De la Face, 
D'Oriigue, Janssen, Haberl, Witt. ete., and from 
that best of Catholic papers, the London J «adlef, 
and the excellent German musical papers of Eu- 
rope and America. As it is, I can only make a few 
remarks on the origin of Gregorian, with perhaps 
a word on the so-chlled Creilian, music, quoting 
only asentence or two from those lights of the 
literature of church music. Dela Fage, the cele- 
brated French writer, and one of the best authori- 
ties on plain chant (Gregorian). gives this detini- 
tion of it in his **Treatise on Plain Chant,” p. 1: 
**Plain chant is a kind of music, the use of which 
the Church has preserved and appropriated for 
the Catholic worship’; and adds. Por some 
centuries it was the only music in use. Haberl. 
one Of the principal German Reformers, says. in 
his ‘*Majister Choralis, p. 5: Tue Roman 
Church in particular ever considered plain chant 
as her own 80mg”; and, on p. 6. Tbe best culo- 
gium for plain chant is its history. ** The preju- 
dices against Gregorian,’ he says on p. 8, arise 
from ignorance of the subject, or from a distorted 
idea, created by a willful misunderstanding,” 
Dr. Fr. Witt, President-General of the ** Cwel- 
lia- Verein,’ and acknowledved as a great composer 
by all musicians, says: lain chant is the em- 
bodiment of the highest and grandest production 
of that epoch of Art in which man discovered mel- 
ody, with no thought of accompanying it or har- 
monizing it with chords: It is an imperishable 
inimitable masterpiece of natural musical declama- 
tion. Mettenleiter, another great German author 
and composer, says (Mag. Chor., Pp. 193): **The 
melodies of the Preface and the Pater Noster are 
the most magnilicent that ever were or ever will be 
composed. It is well known that Mozart used to 
say that he would give all his reputation to nave 
been the composer of one of those prefaces, The 
Council of Trent orders briefly, but decidedly, that 
Gregorian music is to be taught and cultivated in 
seminaries and similar institutions.” De la Fage 
(to return to him) says: Enjoy the no- 
bie privile of celebratiig the glory 
of the t High, the only emotion 
which it is the mission of plain chant 
to produce is that which creates, excites. and in- 
creases in our hearts the sentiments of respect,

This shows us the antiqui- 
ty of Gregorian music. It is this venerable old 
music, founded directly upon the sacred, probably 
inspired, music of the Jews, sung by our Lord Him- 
self and His disciples, at His last supper; by the 
early Christians in the Catacombs, and the holy 
martyrs on the rack, which a saintly Pope spent 
his life in adapting to the wants of the Church lit- 
urgy ; which holy monks and nuns have ever sung, 
and still sing exclusively in their peaceful cloisters: 
which Church Councils have ordained to be 
the music of the Church, merely (tolerating 
figured music, and whicha glorious body of re- 
formers, headed by Pope Pius IX., Cardinal Man- 
ning, and many an Archbishop, Bishop, and priest, 
supported by the armies of the Cecilia-Verein, 
and other societies in Europe and America, are 
now engaged in reviewing. It is this music which 
** Parishioner ”’ 8 possibly by his family) 
considers so uncatholic, and for which he wishes to 
substitute Mozart's Twelfth’ (which Mozart 
never wrote) for Mercadante’s, Weber's, and Lam- 
billot's Masses, none of them a century old. 

Courage is always respectable, even in a bad 
cause, and I find myself so fascinated by the 
bravery (perhaps a little headstrong) of ‘*‘ Parish- 
joner, that I could almost take sides with him, 
merely for the sake of fair play.

Cuicaeo, Nov. 22.—Such articles asthe one in 
last Sunday's TRipuNe signed by A Parishioner”™ 
are a strong argument for a restriction of the 
freedom of speech.

Gen. Grant in the French 
Capital. 


Besieged by the Reporters, He 
Galiantly Repulses the 
Enemy. 


Grand Reception at the American Min- 
ister’s---The Company and 
the Dresses. 


Latest from the Theatres and Concert- 
Halls---Opening of the Musical 
Season. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Parts, France, Oct, 31.—While the politicians 


of state, what is the careless world we call So- 
ciety doing! Preach as much as you like, there 


is a mere name. and Marshal MacMahon known 
only in connection with some pleasant soirees at 


dried meadows of Longchamps; to whom the 
production of a new play is of more importance 
than the rise and fail of Cabinets, and the de- 
crees of Worth more binding than Papal bulls 
or Presidential manifestoes. . 

To all these sensibly-frivolous people, and to 
a great many more, the doings and sayings of 

GEN. GRANT 
are by far the most absorbing questions of the 
hour. His comings and goings, his likes and 
dislikes, bis opinions and beliefs, have furnished 
“copy”? for countless columns in the papers 
lately. The General had no sooner settled down 
in the comfortable quarters. prepared for him 
at the Hotel Bristol, than those enterprising 
and irrepressible gentlemen, the reporters, be- 
gan a regular siege. The bell-nandle on the 
hotel first-floor has been kept going in- 
cessantly by successive visitors, “wanting to 
know, you know,“ like the irreverent Clennani 
at the Circumlocution Office. When the ex- 
President gets back to his American lares and 
penates, he will have a grim and gruesome tale 
to unfold of desperate assaults gallantly re- 
pelled, of curious callers sent empty away from 
the breach, and, above all, of 
AWFUL CONVERSATIONS 

kept up with polite but pitiless dignitaries as 
innocent of English as the hero of Richmond is 
of French. All the interviewers are, of course, 
anxious to find out what the General thinks of 
the crisis we are traversing. A declaration for 
or against the Marshal’s policy—according to 
the interviewer’s particular “color’’—wouid be 
of inestimable value to him. Now, for many 
good reasons, the General seems fully deter- 
mined pot to commit himself to any political. 
opinion whatever; and, as you may imagine, 
he is, in ‘consequence, not regarded 
with the most charitable eyes by the press. 
In tact, the witty Charivari declared that our 


illustrious visitor possesses the goiden virtue of 
silence ip such a high degree that the only way 
for a reporter to work his interview up into a 
readabie article is to describe the Hotel Bristol, 
beginning with the concierve’s loge, aud ending 
with the first-floor bell-handle. One may hang 
a column of print on avery slight peg, but there 
must be a peg of some sort; and Charivari con- 
siders the Generals disclosures altogether in- 
suflicjent, though it very ingeniously contrives 
to get an amusing article out of the insuflicien- 
cy itself, 

Gen. and Mrs. Grant made a long call at the 
Elysee on Saturday, which was. returned by 
Madame de MacMahon. On Monday Gen. Noyes 
Cave a 
A GRAND DINNER AND RECEPTION 
at his handsome private residence in the Ave- 
nue Josephine. The dinner, for which invita- 
tions had ‘been sent to a limited’ number of 
guests, almost all Diplomatists or Ministers, 
proved a very brilliant affair. Marshal McMa- 
hou was represented at the feast by his iavorite 
Aide-de-Camp, the Marquis d’Abzac. The whole 
of the Cabinet, with the exception of the Minis- 
ter of Marine, was also present; besides Gen. 
and Mrs. Grant, Jesse Graut, and Consul Tor- 
bett. There was no speech-making. Under tue 
peculiar circumstances resulting from the events 
of the 16thof May, this may, perhaps, have been 
just as well. 

At 9 o’clock in the evening there was a grand 
reception, which was attended by Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, the ‘Diplomatic Corps, and a number of 
the most prominent American and English resi- 
dents in Paris. The general coup d'etat in the 
salon, as 1 entered about half-past 9, was really 
splendid. Unfortunately, Gen. Noyes’ apart- 
ments are not nearly large enough to hold ali the 
guests he is likely to see this winter. Aithough 
several rooms en suite were thrown open for the 
accommodation of the company, the heat and 
overcrowding soon grew decidedly unpleasant. 

The refreshing sight of the banks of exotic 
plants and flowers which adorned the salon de 
reception afforded some slight relief, to be sure; 
but it Was more apparent than real, and not 
appreciable without a good deal of imagination. 
Nothing could well have been 

PRETTIER OR MORE EFFECTIVE, 
however, than the scene, if this reservation be 
made. Gen. Torbett, the American Consul (in 
all the glory of gold lace and a new uniform), 
presented each fresh arrival to Gen. 
and Mrs. Noyes, Gen, and Mrs. Grant, 
who stood at the end of the room farthest from 
the door. The plain black’clothes oi the ex- 
President contrasted stropgly with the uniform 
of the American Minister, the white silk of Mrs. 
Grant, and the light blue satin of Mrs. Noyes. 
A few minutes after I had shaken hands with 
the Gencral, a loud buzz and stir in the salon 
announced the arrival of Marshal MacMahon. 
He was in evyening-dress, and wore the military 
medal and the grand cordon of the Legion of 
Honor. Tail-coats hardly become the Mar- 
shal’s peculiar style ofe beauty, more 
suited to grace the rude surroundings 
of the tented fleid than to the drawing-room. 
The meeting of Gen. Grant and the French 
President was extremely cordial, and, I dare 
say, would have been still more so but for that 
little difficulty of language. To talk in 
signs would have been undignified, and to ex- 
change ideas a the help of an interpreter 
was impossible. u may suppose that Gen. 
Noyes could have easily smoothed away the 
stumbling-block; but, strange as it seemed to 
me, and will doubtless seem to a great many 
besides, the American Minister 

DOES NOT SPEAK A WORD OF FRENCH. 

It is surely a trifle absurd to think that a man 
charged with the serious and lofty mission of 
representing a great nation at a foreign Court 
should be lable to find himself, as Gen. Noyes 
did on Monday, obliged to have recourse to an 
interpreter in addressing the head of the State 
to which be is accredited, — one was at 
hand, and it is probable one always will be at 
hand to aid embarrassed Ambassadors and 
rulers; but ‘tis passing strange that either 
should need zue aid in an age of such wide- 
spread education as ours. 

Directly the Marshal entered, he was joined 
by the Duc de Broglie, M. de Fourtou, and M. 
Brunet. Within arm’s length of me I had the 
very head aud heart, soto speak, of the Con- 
servative reaction. They all stooa in a grow 
close to me, in a corner; and I thought aa 
watched the supercilious and easy Duke, the en- 
ergetic, handsome Minister of the Interior, the 
small, ugly, but intellectual-looking Minister of 
Public.

MUCH ANGRY DISCUSSION HERE. 
A little while ago M. Duval, theatrical critic of 
the Gau/ois, thought it incumbent on him to use 
some severe—but not too severe—iancuage 
in speaking of M. Carvalho's manage- 
ment. Soon alter the son of M. Car- 
valho,—an officer in the French army,—without 
saving a word of his intentions to his father. 
sent two gentiemen to demand reparation of M. 
Duval. Not unnaturally, they were met by the 
objection that, eveu if the fact of having used 
his right of criticism were a sufficient offense to 
justify a challenge, it should Lave come from 
the offended person, not from his son.

If this sort of thing grew common, 
the best course for journalists would be to os- 
tracize these sensitive gentlemen,—not say a 
word of praise or blame abont them or their 
theatres,.and refuse to inert their advertise- 
ments.

THE SECOND POPULAR CONCERT 
at the Cirque was exceedingly interesting. 
Besides the ever-charming Pastoral“ sym- 
phony, it included a new descriptive work by M. 
Duparc, written in ne form, a 
la Saint-Saens and Wagner. The sub- 
ject, Lenore,“ offers plenty of 
scope for a musician, but it requires 
the musician to be a genius. M. Duparc is not 
a genius, and the Lenore’? symphony is a fail- 
ure. The programme also included that strange 
and magnificent work, the ‘* Fantastic Sym- 
phony” of Hector Berlioz, who, though still 
little known abroad, and till lately almost as 
unfamiliar here, is rapidly'gaining a hold upon 
musicians. In my humble estimatioh, Berlioz 
is by far the greatest composer France has yet 
produced. If anybody doubt it, I recommend 
him to buy the score of The Damnation of 
Faust“ or “The Fantastic Symphony” and 
judge for himself. I would fain write more on 
this subject, but the post is remorseless. Very 
reluctantly I must defer doing so until another 
time.

Gleanings of an Eider

A Visit to Potsdam---Palaces and 
Relics of Frederick the 
Great. 


The Statue of the Queen Louisa---From 
Sans-Souci to Saxony. 


Dresden—Its Gardens and Its Picture-Gallery— 
Raphael’s Madonna di Sante Sisto. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

DRESDEN, October, 1877.—A visit to Berlin 
is considered very imperfect if it does not in- 
clude a visit to Potsdam. A short railroad- 
journey brings the traveler to this town; but, 
in order to see the places which make it inter- 
esting, one must commit oneself to the mercies 
of ahackman. We found one who assured us 
that he knew the whole order of the things to 
be seen, and resigned ourselves to his guidance, 


to palaces, and of walking through them, we 
should still come away leaving many things 
unseen. ’ , 
Our first station was 
THE ROYAL PALACE, 

in which, as in the other palaces, every relic of 
Frederick II. is carefully preserved. Here one 
sees his writing-tabie, worn with much use. A 
music-stand reminds one of his flute perform- 
ances, which were much praised in his time. A 
bookcase in one of the rooms contains French 
books only. A curious cabinet is shown, in 
which Frederick was wont to dine with confi- 
dential friends. The doors are double, to guard 


against listeners. The centre of the 
round dining-table was so arranged that 
it could be let down into the 


kitchen and drawn up again; and the willar be- 
neath stili contains every convenience for the 
ascent of the various dishes, ice, wine, etc. Mr. 
Carlyle himself cannot give us an idea of the 
conversations carried on in this singular isola- 
tion. When one sees the pains which a mon- 
arch must give himself in order to be alone 
with himself, or with his friends, one reflects 
that private life, and even obscurity, are not 
without their advantages. In this palace is 
shown a clock which is said to have been given 
to Frederick by Mme. de Pompadour. 

From this place we went to 

THE GARRISON CHURCH, 

where the sexton grimly unlocked the door of a 
vault under the pulpit, and shuwed us two cof- 
fins. One, of metal, contained the remains of 
Frederick; the other, of black marble, those of 
his father, Frederick William I. These two 
historic personages have, therefore, never been 
under ground. Dust to dust” appears a 
gentler sentence than this imprisoned homage. 
The flags taken from the Freneh in 1813, and in 
1870-71, are displayed on either side of the pul- 
pit,—a fitting gift to the manes of the military 
movarch. Those battle-flags in a Christian 
church make sad discord with the peaceable and 
fraternal spirit of Christianity. 

We now proceed to the 

PARK AND PALACE OF SANS-SOUC1. 

The former is laid out with much magnificence. 
From a flight of marble steps, sixty-six feet in 
height, one looks down upon a vista of woods 
and of fountains. Some costly marbles adorn 
this fine inclosure. Among these, an equestrian 
statue of Frederick and a porphyry bust of 
Paolo Giordano are the most interesting. In 
the terrace at the top of these steps one can still 
see, dim and defaced with age, the stones which 
mark the graves of Frederick’s favorite horse 
and pet dogs. 

The palace of Sans-Souci is a building ot one 
story. It was built for Frederick, and was his 
favorite residence. A clock is shown here 
which he used to wind with his own hand, and 
which is said to have stopped at the moment of 
hisdeath., The arm-chair in which he died,— 
the down coverlid which enveloped him, lving 
as if it covered uim still,—have a pathetic inter- 
est. Here is shown the suite of rooms occupied 
by Voltaire when the King of Wits visited the 
King of Weapons. The bedroom is gaily adorn- 
ed with flowers, birds, and animals, in wooden 
relief, painted with bright colors. From hence 
to 

THE NEW PALACE, 
built by Frederick at the end of the Seven 
Years’ War. Its construction. occupied six 
years, and consumed an immense amount of 
money. Among other splendors, it contains a 
marble saloon 100 feet in length, and a grotto | 
saloon, of which the walls are entirely covered 
with fine shells, with minerals, and with pre- 
cious stones. One of the latter is remembered 
as the gift of Alexander von Humboldt. The 
palace contains a theatre with 600 seats. Sal- 
vini played here before the Emperor some six 
weeks ago. Another royalty his,—the royalty 
of dramatic art. 

TO SUM UP POTSDAM, . 
all of its palaces goutain music-stands used by 
the King, Frenci? books with his mark, spinnets 
of the old fashion, dumb and voiceless now, 
rooms hung with satins and brocades of every 
color, wonderful mirrors and lustres, and clocks 
said to have been giftsfrom Mme. de Pompa- 
dour. These clocks are all of gene pattern,— 
high, with more or less ornament. One only, 
in the New Palace, has the hours marked india- 
monds, and, as we cannot suppose the lady to 
have made presents by the wholesale, we fix 
upon this one as the real present. The music- 
stand in this Palace has on it a piece of manu- 
script-muste copied in Frederick’s hand, and 
covered with a glass. ' 

The most valuable works of art collected by 
Frederick have been transferred to the National 
Musee. Among the pictures that remain at 
Potsdam are several portraits of Barterini, a 
danseuse, and Frederick’s favorite. The por- 
trait of his music-master, Quant, is also shown. 
In the New Palace is preserved a pen-aud-ink 
sketch of Voltaire, drawn by the hand of his 
Royal friend. A printed page of the latter's 
composition is shown, with a correction in Vol. 
taire’s writing. The King had written * chuche;”’ 
Voltaire, with an apology, suggests ‘* avare,”’ 
which is much more elegant. in all the pal- 
aces, as I have said, one finds the spinnet of 
Frederick’s time,—a very meagre grand piano. 
One of them, which we were allowed to touch, 
gave back 4 cracked and discordant sound. 

We were very much struck everywhere with 

THE DISPROPORTIONATE EXPENSE 

of these Royal dwellings, iu a country so poor 
as was the Prussia of Frederick II. Why he 
should have built the New Palace at the end of 
the Seven Years’ War, when the * re- 
sources of the nation must already have been 
taxed to their utmost, does not readily appear 
to us. Perhaps Mr. Carlyle has already told the 
world the reasons for this great expenditure. 
We have never got so far in his book. 

With all these residences ready-made to their 
hand, the Royal Family of Prussia have found 
it expedient to constract others, —Witness 
the Marble Palace, the Palace of Babels- 
berg, and the Orangery. All of 
there have been built since Frederick’s time,-— 
one of them, the orangery, was completed as 
recently as 1856. It measures 40 yards in 
length, is adorned with numerous statues, and 
contains ove room in which the mantelpiece is 
of malachite, with tables, clock, and other or- 
naments to match. Our grievance against all 
this extravagance is, that Prussia has always 
been too poor a cvuntry to pay for such things, 
and that they can oniy have been paid for either 
by grinding the faces of the poor at home, or 
the still guiltier expedient of olfensive warlare. 
History would probably tell us that this golden 
stream of expense has flowed from both of 

; ources. 
— what is called the Paradise-Garden of 
Sans Souci stands one edifice with whose cost 
we will vot quarrel. Its form is that of a classic 
temple, and in its heart reclines the marble trm- 
ave of a true Queen,—of a woman beautiful

in a most comfortable railway-carriage. One of 
our chance companions’ is a German peasan 
who can talk about & good many things, — 
who ends his synopsis of things as they are and 
are to be with this sentence, most beloved to 
Germans: “It is above all necessary that 
France shall lie under our feet.” The saying 
reminds one of the old Secesh desire to make 
the grass grow in the streets of New York. 
These irrational utterances of passion grieve 
and mortify us in grown men of the present 
day. If France ever does lie under the feet of 
Germany, her uprising will make those feet wish 
themselves elsewhere. ! 
DRESDEN 
at this season deserves the German term, 
‘“gemuettlich.”” Its aspect is genial and cheer- 
ful. The river which divides it adds to its 
beauty, but not to its convenience, 
siuce the crossing of the long bridge 
occupies a good deal of time when one is in a 
hurry. The city shows a good deal of out-of- 
door life, and has many gardens and cafes in 
which one can dine or sup either al fresco or 
within walls, just as one prefers. At these 
places a good orchestra often performs very 
agreeable music, and on these occasions a charge 
of about 12 cents is maue at the entrance: Such 
a place is the Italienische „Italian Village, 
—a name which must mark a historic fact of 
which there is no other trace. This is no vil- 
lage, but a terrace along the bank of the river, 
all filled with seats and tables, and with a large 
ftestauration behind it, from which appetizing 
disLes and flagons of beer are constantly issuing, 
in obedience to the demands of customers. It 
is brilliantly lighted in the evening; and, when 
there is a concert, the orchestra is placed in a 
pretty pavilion overhanging the river. 
ON THE BRUEHL TERRACB 

there is a similar establishment, which we hap- 
pened to visit upon the anniversary of the bat- 
tle of Sedan. A patriotic concert Was adver- 
tised, and the programme inciuded a potpourri 
which went back to the old “Prince Eugene“ air, 
and came down gradually to the Wacht am 
Ichein. The music of the Future is of course 
left to Wagner. The scene was very gay and 
social at first, but was soon marred by iatemper- 
ate drinking and its consequences, from which 
we fled, but which the mass of those present 
did not much regard. As we walked back to 
our hotel, we passed a soldier, much intoxicat- 
ed, whom two others were endeavoring to keep 
upon his feet. Presently an open carriage drove 
past us, full of officers, one of whom was de- 
claiming aloud to the foot-passengers whom he 
passed, in the most maudlin manner. ‘Sedan 
does not come every day.“ said some one, apol- 
ogizing for these disorders. Fortunately not. 

The glory of Dresden is its picture-gallery, 
one of the finest in the world. Iu all its rich 
array of pictures, Rembrandts; Murillos, Ru- 
benses, Coreggios, one supreme attraction hur- 
ries us tothe room in which a world-wide favorite 
is enthroned. Can she be up to her reputation? 
Can she be more beautiful than the 
engravings and photos we already know so fa- 
miliarly? Friends have told us of their disap- 
pointment in seeing her, but we have always be- 
lieved her to be the most beautiful work of the 
most beautiful master.. Now we are before her. 
in this cabinet, where we can notice nothing 
else 

RAPHAEL’S MADONNA DI SANTO SISTO 

looks down upon us with her wonderful eyes, 
with her wonderful child in her arms, with her 
twocherubs at her feet. Is she all that we 
thought she was? Let those who know what 
we do not explain her defects and excellen- 
cies. She certainiy represents a woman of 
rare and individual beauty,—such a starry-eyed 
creature as would draw the third part of heaven 
after her, in the heyday of her charms. Sucha 
boy as such a woman would bear, beaming with 
life, almost leaping from her restraining arms. 
The two cherubs are evidently painted from 
one model, and this model the same from 


which the Virgin’s Brabe was drawn. Yet the 
whole work has the inspiration of a 
vision. Its details of drapery appear thin 


and poor compared with those of other 
pictures of Raphael, and certainly as com- 
pared with works of Domenichino and Titian. 
the picture seems deficient in subsiance. But 
its beauties are as unique as its faults, and, 
after taking note of the lattera hundred times, 
one still asks from what marvelousrace, from 
what uncommon geveration; the beauty of this 
woman could have sprung. And here we come 
where no book of heraldry can help us. 
of the fiesh she has none, This is the im- 
maculate conception of genius. Kapael is her 
sole parent, and from him we can only go back 
to the God who inspired him, who, against the 
weakness and weariness of the flesh, has set 
his everlasting eommandment of the beauty of 
holiness. — 

Having hurried to give ourselves this ex- 
perience, we are obliged to return siowly 
through halls of beauty, which 

Take the prisoned soul, 
And Jap it in Elysium. 
IN ANOTHER SACRED ROOM 

sits the Holbein Madonna, concerning which 
and another picture there has been a controver- 
sv whose merits we do not know. There are 
two portraits by this master,of which one ranks 
among his first works. It represents the gold- 
sinith of Henry VIII. Here are also two 
Albert Durers,—one, a Christ on the cross, 
finished like a miniature, and very beautiful. 
And there are many Dutch magters, and 
many pictures by Rembrandt, and by Rubens, 
and by all the artists who are the glory of the 
Low Countries. ThejSpanish paintings are of 
uncommon beauty and interest. A weird pic- 
ture of angels preparing St. Marv of Egypt for 
the grave, is by Ribera. The exquisite pale 
woman, with long, shadowy hair, hovers on 
the edge of the sepulchre, while two angels 
drape her in a winding-sheet. Not far from 
this is a Madonna aud Child by Murillo, very 
familiar because so often copied. Near it 
hangs a full-length portrait of St. Rodriguez,— 
a powerful, luminous figure, which remains im- 
pressed upon one’s memory. But the glory of 
this hall, filled as it is with treasures of art, 
beams upon us from the Notte.” 

NIGHT, OF CORREGIO. 
This picture represents the sweetest and 
simplest of peasant-mothers bending over the 
Babe which she holds above her heart. It is 
a night-scene, in the boldest chiaroscuro, and 
the light which illuminates the faces of the 
group emauates from the miraculous child, 
lighting up his mother’s features with a glory 
of hisown. But why do we call these things 
miraculous? What painter can exaggerate the 
light which a new-born babe brings with him 
into the circle of those who love him! Beauti}; 
fui as his mother may have been before, she shal 
now shine with a licht fresher and newer than 
her own. In looking upon her child, she shall 
learn to smile as she never smiled before; her 
eyes will question, as they never yet did ques- 
tion, the message of this new spirit. born to 
speak a language of its own. No painter has 
put this truth of Nature in a more individual 
and enduring form than has Correggio in this 
much- beloved composition. 

This is but a brief account of a place in which 
hours flit past almost unobserved, in which the 
griet for what one leaves and loses 
almost counterbalances the delight of 
the impressions which are carried away 
to enrich the remaining years of life. A boon 
and a blessing to mankind is this gallery of 
Dresden. Costly as its purchase must have 
been, it has not cost so much as a war. What- 
ever the sins of its founder may have been, 
blessed be the man who gathered together this 
heavenly host of fair creations. His name was 
Augustus III. Though certainly a King, and 
possibly a despot, we may yet mention him with 
respect. vULIA WaRD Hows.

GAS IN DETROIT. 
They are having a lively time in Detroit over 
the gas question. The Council Committee on 
Gas resumed their investigation as to the cost 
of manufacturing gas. We copy from the re- 


port: 
E. M. Breese, Saperintendent of the Detroit 
Gastight Company's works, testified that he had 
charge of all the Company's business except clerical 
work and the coal contracts,—a position which he 
had occupied for about five years. Ia 1876, and 
prior thereto, his Company manufactured gas prin- 
cipally from coal, though a small proportion of 
wood and oil was used. Coal gas ie the best. In 
1876 the Company manufactured. in round 
numbers, 100, 800.000 cupic feet of gas, 
of which, perhaps, 12,000,000 feet was 
made from wood and oll. Gas made from 
the latter materiais is of very good quality, but it 
is not so fixed as coal gas, norcan it be manufac- 
tured so economically. It is a peculiarity of wood 
and oil gas that it loses its chemical properties 
after standing a little time. Ordinary pressure 
makes no difference in the quality of gas. 
Ihe Mutual Company employ what is known as 
the naphtha method in the manufacture of gas. The 
naphtha or benzine is vaporized by super-heated 
steam; the vapor is carried to retorts and there 
converted into gas. Then it is conveyed to the 
condensing apparatus, diluted with air, and car- 
ried into the holder. A higher quality of can 
be made from this material than from coal, but it 
is not fit for consumption at its greatest candle 
power, which may be run up to seventy or eighty. 
Its specific gravity is also greater in the proportion 
of about 750 to 450. . 
In 1876 the Detroit Gaslight Company's coal cost 
about $4. 50 per ton, and wood an average of $4. 50 
r cord. 
Pur. Maybury—‘** What, then, was the cost price 
of gas in tne holder?“ 
Mr. Breese— I would like to be excused from 
answering that question. I am only an employe 
of the Company, and I am not quite clear as to the 
propriety of answering it.” 
r. Maybury— 1 tnink it is a fair question. 


what it cost? 

Mr. Breese— Well, I could get around it, 
I suppose, by saying that I do not remember 
exactly.” 

Mr. Maybury—‘*As nearly as you can recol- 
lect.” ; 

Ald. Weir—** Were it not that the President of 
the Detroit Company had specifically stated to the 
Committee that there was nothing whatever to con- 
coal, I should be disposed to respect Mr. Breese’s 
embarrassment, but, under the circumstances, I 
think the Company would justify him in tellinz All 
he knew about its business. 

Mr. Breese— I will answer these. In 1870 
gas in the holder cost the Detroit Company about 
55 cents per 1. 000 cubic féet.”’ 

Mr. Maybury— What does it cost in 18777“ 

Mr. Breese—‘‘I cannot exactly tell until the let 
of January, but as near as 1 can estimate it I 
should say about 50 cents, the price of coal being 25 
to 30 cents a ton less. They are pow using coal 
und some oil, but no wood. The oil enriches coal 
gas and prevents the depositof napthaline. It has 
been satisfactorily demonstrated that there is no 
economy in the use of any material for gas manu- 
facturing as against coal. 

Mr. Breese aleo testified that he had understood 
the Mutua) made its at a cost of about 35 cents 
per 1,000 in the holder. He never knew of gas- 

works which did not make every possible effort to 
purify their gas. He thought the smoke from the 
Mutual's gas was attributable to its oil parentage. 
The candle - power of the Detroit's gas tn 1876 and 
1877 was seventeen and that of the Mutual about 
eighteen and one-half. Air is mixed with oi! gas 
to adapt it for use, but if it is improperly distrib- 
uted it (air) stratifies in the holder, and when rush- 
ing through the burners registers exactly as much 
as if it were illuminating gas. 

Neither the Detroit nor the Mutual dares invade 
the territory et the other, ae the object of the di- 
vision of the city was to do away with competition, 
to prevent losses, and to give each Company a 
chance to make some money. The Detroit Com- 
pany charged no meter rents. 


Votes in Switzerland. 

In Switzerland, on a recent Sunday, votes 
were taken throughout the Republic on three 
Federal bills, submitted for ratification to the 
entire nation. The first created a tax for ex- 
emption from military service, and its object 


— to raise a revenue by levying an impost on 


men incapacitated for, or exept 
from, serving in the army. The 
second bill concerned certain political 


rights Of the Swiss. To describe all the details 
of it would be impossible, but the consequence 
of it was that if the Swiss wished to en oy the 
right of electing their Devuties or Municipal 
Councilors they must be wise, full of intelli- 
Fence, economical, successful in business. and 
not needy, for poverty was a motive for politic- 
al incapacity. The third bill, on factory 
labor, limited the hours of employment, 
and imposed salutary limits to the work of 
women and children. Amongfother clauses, the 
measure required the masters to pay the em- 
ployed at least once a fortnight, aud in money.
